Students' Society President 
Grace Permaul says this year's 
MSS election campaigns are 
"timid" and "boring." 

■ ' I fail to sec any new ideas or 
initiative," she added. 
--. .Other members of the MSS 
Executive agreed with Permaul. 
The platforms "seem exactly 
like every year's," said VP In- 
ternal Yat K. Lo. 

Lo said all the candidates' 
criticisms of lack of accessibility 
to MSS offices is a perennial 
platform favourite, one he used 
himself in his campaign last 
year. "I don't know how much 
more accessible we can get," he 
said. "Each of us spends over 
10 hours a week in the office." 

A major campaign issue this 
year is the handling of the food 
and beverage services, but the 
MSS executives say they do not 
regret hiring the food manage- 
ment firm CVC. 

Permaul said the unioniza- 
tion of the employees increased 
costs to the extent that the ex- 
ecutive committee was faced 
with three options: raising 
cafeteria prices drastically; clos- 
ing down all food services; or 
hiring a management firm. 

"When you start something 
new, initially there will be pro- 
blems," Permaul said. "CVC 
now has a better understanding 
of what students want." She 
said she thinks students have 
had opportunities to have imput 
into food and beverage manage- 
ment and noted that only ISO 
students completed a recent 
CVC survey. 

. VP External Martine Gagnon 
said she has some "regrets" 
about the quality of the food 
and that there are "still a lot of 
problems" with CVC. "But, on 
the whole, they are getting bet- 
ter and the pros outweigh the 
cons," she said. 

Permaul said Students' Socie- 
ty has gained a lot of revenue 
from CVC profits, of which the 
MSS gets half. She says there 
was a surplus of about $60,000 
in the pubs this year and CVC's 
new catering venture will bring 
in $50-100,000 in profits this 
summer. 

To the candidates who have 
pledged-to get rid of CVC, Per- 
maul said. "I wish them the best 
of luck. It's more complicated 
than they see. How are they go- 
ing to replace the revenue?" 

In terms of the current ex- 
ecutive's performance, Permaul 
said she thinks this has been a 
"spectacular year" for the 
MSS. Among its ac- 
complishments, she named the 
creation of the Alley, the secur- 
ing of longer library hours next 
year and the revision ' of a 
number of outdated and am- 
biguous policies. 

"This is the first year there 
has been an attempt to find out 
what students want," said Per- 
maul, pointing to the establish- 



ment of committees on the 
quality of education, military 
research, alcohol consumption 
and the needs of graduate 
students within the MSS. 

Lo said this year's executive 
was "more politically in tune." 
Major issues this year were the 
Judith Blasser case as well as the 



divestment of student group's 
funds from banks invested in 
South Africa. Both Lo and Per- 
maul referred to the executive's 
role in stopping the university 
from spending over $30,000 in 
Students' Society funds on an 
athletics plan with three other 
Canadian universities. 



Lo said there was an "in- 
creased variety of entertainment 
on campus this year, "including 
live acts in Gertrude's and the 
Alley." 

In the area of external affairs, 
Gagnon said she brought 
McGill closer to the other 



Québec universities and 
"minimized the antagonism 
between ANEQ and RAEU." 

She said McGill played a role 
in bringing together the two 
rival student groups in a 
demonstration last December 
against higher tuition fees.

to say that I wouldn't like to 
think of myself as a beer and 
pizza administration if I did get 
elected. Nor would I like to 
think of myself as a left wing ac- 
tivist, however. I would like to 
think of myself with the good of 
the average student in mind. 
That does mean however, that 
at average council meetings we 
shouldn't get bogged down in 
discussing the price of pizza in 
Gertrude's. I suppose, 



therefore, that I would be for a 
council who would be more in- 
terested in political policies than 
beer and pizza. But I must stress 
I'm not a left wing activist. 



CRAWHALL'S RESPONSE: 

From its very inception, the 
Alliance has been more con- 
cerned with service than 
politics. One of the problems we 
see at McGill is that often in 
these elections the people who 
have been running for them 
have been running on these 
political slates. They're in- 
terested in filling their CV's. 
They're interested in coming 
across in the political cut-throat 
election business. We're not in- 
terested in any of that. What 
we're interested in is meeting 
student needs at McGill. We 
think we represent a very wide 
background of different 



backgrounds and different 
needs and that this can be acted 
on. As far as we're concerned 
politics can be set aside. There 
are organizations here that can 
deal with politics. In fact, all 
three of thé major political par- 
ties of Canada are represented 
in clubs at McGill. We think 
that Students' Society should be 
a place for dealing with service, 
for getting things done; but, I 
would like to stress that at the 
same time there are moral issues 
that have to be confronted. If 
moral issues are going to be 
defined as 'political', then 
that's up to the people wheare 
doing the defining, but they 
have to be coped with.

set the tone for better com- 
munication by opening up the 
doors of the Students' Society 
to encourage a broader depth of 
fellowship and comraderie on 
campus. 

But we must at the same time 
put our financial house into 
order.. .Students' Society needs 
a long range financial plan, 
which includes a planned retrac- 
tion from the deficit financing 
that has been pursued by 
previous student leaders. About 
one-fifth of the Student's Socie- 
ty budget, and that translates to 
about $ 120,000 or $10 from 
every student per year, is spent 
on paperwork and administra- 
tion of the Society. We need to 
reduce that amount in a planned 
fashion if we are to help clubs 
and undertake new projects 
which wiH'ibcnefit all of us. 
Above all else we must combine 
communication with financial 
responsibility and regularly 
publish the financial statements 
of Student's Society... 

There is strength in numbers. 
I believe we should, in trying to 
set our priorities, establish a 
"Committee of 100", con- 
sisting of the most active, in- 
terested and experienced 
students on campus. This 
groups would be given the 
challenges of setting long term 
goals and advising of immediate 
problems. Special projects such 
as the rewriting of the Student 
Society' constitution could be 



given to a sub-committee of this 
group. 

...a further note on priorities, it 
is important . that we 
acknowledge the growing 
numbers of graduate and pro- 
fessional students and for- 
mulate policies to better serve 
them. We must also evaluate 
our service base and explore the 



possibilities of cheaper transit 
fares and student dental and 
prescription plans, successfully 
tried at other Canadian univer- 
sities. 

...I'm proud to be a McGill 
student and would be honoured 
as president of Student's Socie- 
ty. I promise to work in har- 
mony with other student leaders 



for the betterment of student 
life. And in closing, I wish to 
quote a metaphor I live by: I 
shall pass this way but once. 
Any good therefore that I can 
do or any kindness I can show 
to any human being let me do it 
now.

Society when a policy of cut- • 
backs was followed. Cutbacks 
including cutbacks to clubs, cut- 
ting back on time and hours in 
the Union building.

Then under Grace Permaul 
we hoped we would have a 
liberal leadership that would 
reform some things — we 
haven't seen this either, we saw 
promises and then we saw inac- 
tion. We've decided that our 
time has come to get involved 
ourselves. We in the Alliance 
are the movers and doers on 



campus. We've been involved 
for several years in different 
clubs and organizations. We- 
represent a core of about 30-40 
people with a larger population 
of several hundred students in- 



volved peripherally. 
...To return to the original 
point this is going to mean 
strong moral leadership for 
students — action on different 
issues that concern students.

the relations between the Post 
Graduate Students Society 
(PGSS) and the Students Socie- 
ty of McGill University 
(SSMU). The post graduates 
very much wanted to secede, 
well, I don't think they ever said 
secede — that was the message I 
got from PGSS because they 
didn't get enough services... I 
formed a committee to study 
the problems, the report was 
rather favourable and the PGSS 
was pleased with it. ..These pro-' 
blems aren't only between the 
PGSS and Student Society, they 
happen between all faculty 
societies and Student Society. 
About 10 years ago it was 
engineers who were trying to 



secede from StudSoc. It's a very j 
cyclical thing. I'd like to put in 
some checks and balances so we 
don't get to the point where a 
faculty would like to secede. 

Another thing I'd very much 
like to do is make thé executive 
more accountable, that is if we 
have a VP Finance who deficit 
budgets for a quarter of million 
dollars, he just can't walk away 
from that stituation; but not on- 
ly for VP Finance — for all the 
positions. A suggested way of 
doing this would be to incor- 
porate the executive and make 
them a company. There are 
several advantages to this as 
well as disadvantages. I would 
really favour some method so 
the executive is totally accoun- 
table.

Since 1982, //ie McGill Daily has been a steadily 
shrinking newspaper. That year, rising printing costs 
and inflation forced a five per . cent cut in issues. 
From 1982-83 to 1983-84, the growing deficit added

newspaper afloat. The reductions were so extreme 
that, for the first time in 74 years, the McGill Daily 
is no longer what its name suggests. 

Again, we cut issues, this time by more than 20 per 
cent, and the newspaper became committed to pack- 
ing in more ads per issue than ever before. 

But between all the ads, the journalism you find 
withinthe pages of the Daily is not dead or dying. In 
fact the opposite is true. So far, the Daily has ex- 
perienced a year of renewed contact with the McGill 
community while the staffs forays into investigative 
journalism have proven exceptional. In the last six 
months, work by the Daily has carried the name of 
McGill into the Globe and Mail, The Montréal 
Gazette, La Presse, The Kingston Whig Standard, 
Canadian Press, America's The Nation and onto 
CBC's The National, and into almost every student 
newspaper in Canada. André Picard, President of 
Canadian University Press states "the investigative 
journalism of the McGill Daily is without parallel in 
the Canadian student press and rivals that of many 
professional newspapers." 

Nice. But the hard facts of publishing a regular 
student newspaper remain. Students demand and 
deserve quality journalism and a variety of of ar 
tides in their newspaper. Today, the Daily is finan 
cially crippled and faces a limited future. Inflation 
and printing costs continue to rise. All possibilities 
for more savings or raising money have been ex 
hausted. This year's cuts will be repeated next year 
unless something is done. 
We have one alternative, 
the staff of the Daily asks that you support the 
future The McGill Daily by voting "yes" in our 
referendum and contributing $2.00 to your 
newspaper.

The differences don't actually reflect so- 
meone's guess of what student groups are intend- 
ed to get out of the Daily, but instead the 
peculiar details of a contract between the Daily 
and the university at the time when newspaper 
gained autonomy from Students' Society in 
1981. There's no known hard logic at work here. 
Dentistry, Medicine etc. students are not con- 
sidered undergraduate students and since the 
Daily was originally intended as an 
undergraduate student newspaper, they were 
assigned a different fee.

Luc Joli-Coeur 

Luc Joli-Coeur says he wants, 
to improve student bursary pro- 
grammes, increase the ac- 
cessibility to universities, im- 
prove the government's summer 
job creation programmes for 
students, stop the fee hike plan- 
ned for next year, and "take ad- 
vantage of the Year of Youth." 
He also calls for the "renewal 
of the Québec student move- 
ment." 

Joli-Coeur says he would like 
to use the external affairs ad- 
visory committee to study all 
issues falling under the range of 
external affairs and says he 
would encourage student in- 
volvement on the committee. 
"We need more innovations on 
the part of students to pressure 
governments for increased 
quality and accessibility to 
universities," he says. 

Joli-Coeur says the commit- 
tee would deal with policy deci- 
sions. "What is important is hot 
my position but getting students 
involved in these issues and tak- 
ing a position," he says. 

"But," says Joli-Coeur, 
"before we do go to Québec 
and demand something, I want 
the McGill population to have 
reached a consensus." 

On the subject of the propos- 
ed tuition fee hike, Joli-Coeur 
says he's "not really advocating 
anything. I'd like to see McGill 
students decide." 

"The MSS's policy has been 
against tuition fee hikes and I 
think that will remain," he says, 
although "questions should be 
raised." 

As for divestment, Joli-Coeur 
says he "hasn't taken a position 
on it. If you ask me personally 
how I feel then I'd say there 
should be divestment, but there 
are arguments saying it's a bad 
:idea" 

Joli-Coeur would also like to 
sec better relations between all 
undergraduate and graduate 
faculty and department 
organisations. "All the VP Ex- 
ternals should get together every 
two or three weeks so they can 
act together," he says. "It's im- 
portant to get everyone working' 
together." 

Daron Westman 

VP External candidate Daron 
Westman of the Alliance slate 
says he has four main priority 
areas concerning external af- 
fairs — tuition fee hikes, cut- 
backs to education, job creation 
programmes for students, and 
divestmënt ^of McGill funds 



from South Africa. 

Westman strongly opposes 
the proposed tuition fee hike 
because "it is a direct attack on 
the accessibility to education. 

"There are some '"students 
here now that wouldn't be here 
if the tuition fee increases went 
through," he says. "The in- 
creased student tuition fees we 
pay will go into the provincial 
education treasury. We have no 
guarantee of how that money's 

And, adds Westman, "if you 
look at the government's track 
record, they are spending less 
and less on education." ■ 

"What I'm concerned about 
is a government that places a 
low priority on education." 



inadequate, but there's no way 
we can accept what is happening 
now." Next year Westman says 
he would concentrate on lobby- 
ing the government to improve 
its job creation programme 
both quantitatively and 
qualitatively. 

Westman also strongly sup- 
ports divestment of all McGill 
funds linked to South Africa. 
He says "the whole cause has 
suffered this year because it 
hasn't been dealt with properly 
by the MSS. 

MSS executives and coun- 
cillors should take "a visible 
and leading role in pressuring 
the McGill administration for 
divestment and in educating and 
mobilizing masses of students to 
fight for divestment," he says. 

Westman emphasizes the 
need for student involvement in 
the decision-making process in 
the MSS in general and in exter- 
nal affairs. 

"Democracy isn't just voting 
for people once a year," he 
says, "but having a say in the

Westman emphasizes that 
there is no direct link between 
the quality of education and in- 
creased tuition fees. "There's 
no guarantee of that (better 
quality of education because of 
a tuition hike) whatsoever," he 
says. 

It's cutbacks in funding that 
contradict the quality of educa- 
tion and tuition hikes that con- 
tradict accessibility, says 
Westman. 

Westman is also deeply 
dissatisfied with the federal 
government's summer job crea- 
tion programme which has been 
cut drastically from what it was 
last year. 

"The conservatives are spen- 
ding less money this year and 
are creating between. 20-30,000 
less jobs .for students — that's 
one job for every student at 
McGill lost," Westman says. 

"The funding last year was 



decision-making process. 
Students have the right to tell us 
what to do." 

Pointing to the present stu- 
dent apathy concerning the 
MSS, Westman says "students 
can't be interested unless, they 
know what's going on. Com- 
munication has to improve." 

Westman says students 
should be encouraged to attend 
council meetings and committee 
meetings and that those 
meetings should be advertised. 
All minutes should be made 
public and it should be advertis- 
ed that they have been made 
public, he says. As well, the ex- 
ecutive should hold office hours 
and it should be advertised 
when those office hours arc. 

VWhen discussing policy," 
says Westman, "we should have 
open forums for debate on the 
issues and all students should be

Helen Ward 

Alliance candidate for Vice 
President Internal Helen Ward 
wants better food for lower 
prices, improved safety on cam- 
pus for women, a student 
Charter of Rights with a sexual 
harassment policy, a more open 
student government, and a 
"better deal for graduate 
students in the MSS." 

On the issue of the quality 
and price of food, Ward says 
"we want to firê CVC because 
since they've been in power, the 
food prices have gone up, the 
food quality has gone down, the 
kitchen hygiene has been worse, 
and labour relations have 
deteriorated." 

Ward says she and other 
Alliance candidates have pro- 
posed "either to replace CVC 
with another management firm 
or' to run the food operations 
ourselves. We've talked to a lot 
of people involved with food 
services at McGill and they 
think we can do a better job." 

On the issue of an open stu- 
dent government, Ward says the 
Alliance candidates all "oppose 
confidentiality in principle." 
All minutes should be public, 
she says, except when people's 
private lives and financial infor- 
mation such as people's salaries 
are discussed. 

Ward proposes a 15 minute 
question period at the beginning 
of each council meeting open to 
all students. She says she would 
also like "to amend the MSS 
constitution to allow for bin- 
ding student initiated 
referenda." 

This means that if a group of 
students get together and wish 
their students' society to move 
in a certain direction or adopt a 
certain policy, the MSS must 
allow these students to have a 
binding campus-wide referen- 
dum. Ward says that referenda 
should be allowed calling for 
the impeachment of councillors 
and executive members on 
"reasonable grounds" such as 
misappropriation of funds, 
negligence or incompetence. 

Ward says the MSS should 
have an "open-door policy" 
towards students. 

She also advocates more 
autonomy for graduate 
students. "The PGSS (Post 
Graduate Students' Society) 
should be given their own 
responsibility to appoint 
students to committees of the 
Board of Governors and 
Senate." As well, she says, the 
PGSS should have a guaranteed 
position on the nominating 
committee and wants to have 
one more graduate student posi- 
tion on students' council. 

On the issue of clubs, Ward 
says they have to be funded ac- 
cording to need. "Clubs spend 
what- they: need. We have to 



make sure they have enough 
and spend it on what they 
need." 

She says she would like to 
allow clubs to carry over any 
funds they have left at the end 
of one year to the next. Ward 
wants to set up a McGill Aid 
Centre that would be devoted to 
raising money for interest 
groups and clubs at McGill. 
"At present, clubs are not en- 
couraged to fundraise and we'd 
like them to." 

As for campus safety for 
women, Ward would like 
female security guards to be 
hired and the security staff to be 
informed about rape and 
assault crisis centres in the area. 
Records of all incidents should 
be kept and made available to 
the Senate Sub-Committee on 
Safety, Ward says. McGill 
should also be encouraged to 
improve campus lighting, she 
adds. 

Mike Orr 

Mike Orr wants to ensure that 
student clubs are responsible, 
and calls for greater access to 
and accountibility of the stu- 
dent executive as well as more 
of a student voice in campus 
programming. 

On the issue of clubs, Orr 
says he would "like to see a 
check on clubs" to make sure 
they are living up to their fiscal 
responsibility and meeting their 
mandate. . 

He wants to institute an 'open 
forum' whereby the MSS ex- 
ecutive, the club leaders, and all 
others who arc interested can 
"come in and discuss a clubs 
constitution and talk about 
whether they're living up to 
their responsibility." 

Orr says the adequate fun- 
ding of clubs is important. 
"Club fundmg is at the heart of 
how well a club can function. 
Enthusiasm and support are 
great but not always enough," 
he says. 

Orr says he wants a "greater 
diversity of events" and plans 
to get involved, if elected, in the 
Program Board. 

As for the food and beverage 
operations, Orr says "CVC has 
got to be improved, no doubt. 
But, rather than firing them 
now, we should pressure them 
to change and if they don't, 
then we'll look for 
alternatives." 

"Right now," says Orr, 
"food quality is down, prices 
are up and no one's happy." 

Orr also calls for an "open- 
door policy" in the MSS. "The 
MSS should be much more open 
and accountable — it's vitally 
important to solving 
problems," he says. 

Orr wants to get more people 
involved in the MSS. "But," he 
says, "a lot of people are turned 
off by the MSS and that attitude 
has to change." He adds that 
through an 'open-door policy' 
and regular meetings, the "at- 
titude will change."

McGill begins its first Stop 
Rape Week campaign today 
with a mixed bag of lectures, 
workshops, films and demos 
dealing with sexual aggression 
towards women. 

According to Ingrid Peritz, 
one of a 20-member team (led 
by Lisa Weintraub) who helped 
organize the campaign, Stop 
Rape Week will not be just 
another awareness week. 

"It's a chance for people to 
get first-hand practical informa- 
tion on how to deal with rape, 
violence and self-defense," says 
Peritz. "It will also help people 
face the issues straight in the 
face and will make it easier for 
them to cope with these issues." 

Peritz says the idea for Stop 
Rape Week was spurred on by 
the success of the Blow the 
Whistle on Rape Week at the 
University of Guelph. She add- 
ed that members of the organiz- 
ing team were ready to launch 
the campaign this year and she 
was particularly excited about 
about the Wen-Do demonstra- 
tion.

BLOOD DRIVE — CHAIRMAN 

The annual McGill Blood Drive, sponsored by the Students' Society, will be held during five 
days in September or October 1985 in the Union Ballroom. The Chairman must choose a 
committee to oversee publicity, entertainment, door prizes, clinic volunteers, etc. The 
Chairman is responsible for organizing and supervising the McCill Blood Drive in cooperation 
with the Canadian Red Cross. Applicants must be available to plan Blood Drive '85 during the 
summer. 

CHIEF RETURNING OFFICER 

The Chief Returning Officer (CRO) of the Students' Society will organize and supervise 
Students' Society elections, by-elections, and referenda during the 1 985/86 school year. He or 
she will appoint a Deputy CRO through the normal application process as well as district 
returning officers (DRO's) to supervise each poll. Like the DRO's the CRO will be paid basic 
minimum wage only on election days for campus-wide elections. Only individual applications 
will be accepted. 

STUDENT HANDBOOD - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The Student Handbook will be given to every student at McGill during registration in 
September 1985. This book will include introductory material about McGill, Montreal, the 
Students' Society and other campus groups with particular attention paid to helping new 
students orient themselves to McGill and Montreal. The Editor must be in the Montreal area 
over the summer. 

McGILL TRIBUNE - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The McGill Tribune is published weekly by the Students' Society. The Tribune is a tabloid- 
sized newspaper with the purpose of informing the members of the Students' Society about 
campus Issues, events and activities. The Editor-in-Chief shall appoint and supervise a large 
student staff of writers, editors, photographers and production people. Applicants must be in 
Montreal during the last two weeks of August to prepare for the first Issue'during registration 
week in September. 

OLD McGILL - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

Old McGill is the hard-cover, 350-page yearbook covering the entire school year. It will 
include photographs of all McGill graduates of that year as well as other relevant material as 
the Editor sees fit. The Editor shall appoint and supervise a large staff including writers, 
photographers, section editors and layout people. Applicants must be willing to attend a 3-day 
workshop in August. 



OMBUDSMAN 

This position, established by the Students' Society Constitution, serves as a means by which 
students can help in cutting through McGill bureaucracy at all levels and to inform students of 
the proper channel to air grievances. The Ombudsman is expected to keep regular office 
hours, familiarize him or herself with all levels of the University's administrative structure and 
to publicize this service to all members of the Students' Society. 

SECOND HAND TEXTBOOK SALE — COORDINATOR 

The Students' Society will sponsor a second-hand textbook sale In September. The Co- 
ordinator must organize all aspects of the sale which Include publicity and finding student 
staff. (The Students' Society encourages applications from individuals representing particular 
campus groups which could have group members act as volunteers.) The Co-ordinator must 
be in the Montreal area for at least a part of the summer to organize this event. Any proceeds 
realized by the sale will go to a charity agreed upon by the Co-ordinator and Students' 
Council. 

SOUTH AFRICA COMMITTEE - CO-ORDINATOR 

The South AFrica Committee was established by Students' Council to provide members of the 
Students' Society and the University Community information pertaining to the situation in 
South Africa. The Co-ordinator shall be responsible for. overseeing the activities of the 
committee and shall act as official spokesperson of the committee. 

STUDENT DIRECTORY - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The Students' Society will be publishing a Student Directory in the fall of 1985. The Editor will 
oversee all aspects of the publication including the organization of authorization release cards 
to be signed during the September registration period, establishing a budget and calling for 
printed quotes from various publishing companies. He or she will also decide on other 
relevant information to be included in the directory. The Editor must be in the Montreal area 
over the summer. 

JUDICIAL BOARD — FIVE MEMBERS 

The Judicial Board of the Students' Society acts as the final authority on the interpretation of 
the Constitution and By-Laws as well as acts of Students' Council and any student group 
recognized by Council. These five positions are open to law students who, during the 1985/86 
academic year will be In third or fourth year or pursuing a graduate degree. Application forms 
will be available in the SAO and ISA offices. Only individual applications will be accepted for 
each position. 



All of the abovi positions are considered voluntary and are responsible to Students' Council. In 
the past, somd of these positions have received honoraria. However, the exact amounts must 
first be approved by Students' Council. Except as noted above, pint applications will be 
accepted from not more than (2) students lor any one (I) position. All applications will be 
treated confidentially and will be reviewed by the Students' Society Nominating Committee. 
The best qualified candidates will likely be interviewed by the Committee.
